Reason for Allowance 

Claim #1 

> Processing said die-strip by said finish assembly portion which comprises a 
plurality of sub-stations operating on an in-line basis. 

Claim #8 

> Processing said die-strip by said finish assembly portion which comprises an in- 
line final visual inspection assembly substation. 

Claim #15 

> Using in-line processes, performing test and finish assembly on said die-strip to 
produce a plurality of taped and reeled IC devices from said die-strip. 

Claim #26 

> Inspecting the separated die with a fourth automated machine vision system. 
Claim #38 

> Inspecting the encapsulated die with a second automated machine vision 
system, the second automated machine vision system being independent from or 
in electronic communication with the first automated machine vision system.
